Jules Louis Rene 
De Mun, 
a 
lineal descendant of the De Mun 
who went on the third Crusade, 
I was of the nineteenth generation 
>f this illustrious French family 
and the first to settle in America 
md make his home in Missouri. 
His heroism and zeal as a Santa 
Fe trader, his honesty and integ­
